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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 8/10/05 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues (8/10/05 Response: page 2, line 13 - page 
3, line 21) that the art of record does not teach or suggest the 
claimed "regions" . In particular, Applicant argues that the 
regions ("bands") of the Fall et al reference differ from the 
claimed "regions" in that the fail to correspond to underlying 
objects, and that the other references cited in the outstanding 
rejection (Lermant et al and Bates et al) fail to remedy this 
deficiency. 

However, Fall et al describes (Figures 2d & 4c-4d; column 
10, lines 30-55, particularly lines 30-36) a correspondence 
between the "bands" and the image "data objects" (some of the 
latter of which are text objects, such as Figure 2d, object 422- 
1) - 

Applicant argues (8/10/05 Response: page 3, lines 22-29) 
that the cited documents lack motivation to combine as set forth 
in the outstanding rejection under 35 USC §103. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no 
suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes 
that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
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modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed 
invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or 
in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. 
Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. 
Cir. 1992) . In this case, the suggest ion/motivat ion for 
combining colored text (as taught by Lermant et al or Bates et 
al) with the Fall et al teaching would have been to enable a 
user to specify a desired color for text to be placed in a 
document .
